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DONE IN PHILADELPHIA || et e

OR\ serious attentlon to markets has

been given lately than at any time since
1869, when the clty had time for little else.
But the oceasion whieh drew attentlon to the
erection of market houges all over the city
60 and mots yeart ago had nothing to do
with reducing the cost of living.

We are now beset with that problem in
addition to the one of convenlence, Wwhich
wnr all that seamed to call for conslderation
in 1850, "The establishment of i farmers’ mars
ket at 60th and Market streets, where farme-
eta from the surrounding couniry, and as
far away ne Lehigh and Nerthampton Couns
tien, may bring thelr products to Philadels
phia, promises to be a very interesting ex-
periment.

FR!‘\M the point of convenience it has somn«
thing to recommend it today, while In
1866 it would have been Impossible and
ludicrous, Before the elevated rallroad on
Market street was erscted 61th and Market
pireets was not 26 near na West Chester, 80
far as time was concerned. Now It s a
amall matter of 20 minutes or little more.

One of the first convenlences, wo might
call it necesslties, that was conaldered for his
eapital by the founder of Philadelphia was
the establishment of a market In High, now
Market, street, at Front, The old Journals
of the Common Counell are filled with refer-
ences to the regulations for this market. In-
deed, scarcely one mesting of that hody from
1704 until the Revalution passed without more
or less reference to the markets.

I thase dnys the city fathers dld not have
atthority to create loans and =ell bonds for
munieipal improvements, When they denlred
to extend the market sheds another square,
they had to borrow from some Philadoeiphian
who had civie pride enough to advance the
neceseary money., There was some Income
from rent of stalls, from wharfage and a fow
other perquisites, all of them rather trivial
and small from the modern viewpoint.

Y 1416 the market sheds extended west-
B ward on Market street to Eighth street,
where they stoppod. There were nlso the
sheds on Second street, north and south, and
these still remain. Later in the lagt century
similar sheds were erected in the middle of
8pring Garden street, by the Distriet of
Spring Garden; in Girard avenie, by the
Penn Township, and In Bainbridge, then
Shippen, street, and in Moyamensing avenue
by the District of Southwark. The District
of Movamensing erected aheds in Eleventh
street, south from Balnbridge street.

Those were the places where Phfladelphia
went to market hefore the Civil War. Al
of the sheds, except those on Market street,
survived until abhout 25 years ago. and visl-
tors to  the clty, especially  those early
European travelers who came here to look
s over like some rare and aslonighing tribe
that had done well under clvilizatlion, wraote
enthusiastically about Philadelphin and her

murkels.

HEN Philadelphia started to regaln ity
commerce atd was doing a larger mani-
facturing business than any other ¢ity in the
country, in the enrly b0s, the busliness men
on Market street hegan to demand  the
remaovitl of the market sheds. They might
he convenient, but they did not helieve It
Thev declared business demanded that the
mr\l;1 biiginess thoroughfare should present
a hetter appeprance, now that the city had
pecomo o metropolis hy the consgolidation of
all political parts of the county.,
Accompanying  this agitation for
moval of the sheds was o mavement for the
erection of market houses in the central part
of the city., A many business men,
prohably to assist the removal of the
sheds more than from any ldea that the
investment  would  prove  profituble,  took
shures in numeroud market companies thinn
were started,  For a few there wis
4 veritable craze for erecting murket houses,
(her sections of the city became inoculuted
with the spirit, and market houses arose in
virtually all of the populous centres, Some
of the speculations proved fallures, or at
least enjoyed little success, but some of them
ure still in belng.

INALLY, In 1858, Councils agreed to the

removal of the sheds from Market stréet,
and then the market houses hegin to assume
importanee, The Hastern Market was orectod
on the site of the DBourse. The Frunklin
Murket vrected the building now used by the
Mercantile Library. Indeed, this bullding
wis never occupled as i market, and the
statue of Franklin, which was cut by Bailly
and adorned the platform over the entrance,
was later erected on the Prnuie LEDGER
Building. At Twelfth and Market streots
two market houses wern built, the Twelfth
Street Market anpd the Tarmers' Market,
Thiess have heen superseded by the Terminal
Market Above Sixteenth street Murket
anothier market House went up, and still an-
other ni Nineteenth streect,
